Species, Not Origin

(AP*—Something 


more powerful than radium Is the 
source of origin of species. 
Radium 
in 
the 
form

earth's natural radioactivity which 
exists in small degree everywhere. 
is the latest discovery of cause of 
changes in species, barely more than 
two years old. 
Yet the discoverer of this radio­ 
active source of species Dr. H. J. 
Muller, of the U niversity of Texas, 
finds already that radium , though it 
causes 13.000 per cent more of the 
hereditary changes or “m utations” 
which lead to new species, is in­ 
sufficient. 
The “mutations" are changes in 
size, shape, eye, color, hair color or 
bodily markings, wings, arms and 
legs, which som etim es become so 
marked and perm anent as to form 
new species.

A hurricane, he held, probably 
gets much of Its tremendous energy 
lilt- a forest fire, by leeding upon 
certain favorable conditions lying' 
wa'ting in its path. 
This hurricane "food" lies in a 
pecuphar formation of the atmos- 
prere, in which a lower layer of * 
warm, moist air is topped by a 
great blanket of abnormally cold* 
air. The potential energy in this 
combination, due to the tendency 
of the warm air to start rushing up- I 
ward. Dr. Franklin says, is tremen­ 
dous. 
If, he said, as a hurricane ap- , 
proaches such an area, a series of 
artificial explosions could start the 
local warm air to rushing upward 
a local storm might begin

tentiola hurricane energy. 
To produce these backfire storms 
Dr. Franklin suggested steel cones 
about IOO fet in diameter and sev­ 
eral hundred high, open at the top 
In the bottom of each he would 
explode several tons of gunpowder 
each explosion projecting upward 
about 34 tons of air.

Dr. Franklin said that no one 
could predict whether such u plan f 
would cusseed, but that certain pre­ 
liminary observations, which could 
be made safely, are well warranted 
in view of the tremendous losses 
from hurricanes.
